Camphor In the Philippines. 


The bureau of science of the Phil- 


ippine government is making a study 
of the plant knowu as Blumea balsami- 
fera. known by the natives in the Phil- 
ippines as "sambon"' or "gabuen," 
which produces camphor. The shrub 
is one of the most common -weeds in 
the Philippines. It grows from five 
to eight feet high, with a stein almost 
woody in texture, and has long- been 
-used by the natives of the Philippines 
as well as by natives of China for 
medical purposes. The Chinese in 
parts of Kwangtung and Kwangs: 
provinces already aistii! considerable j 
camphor from the plant, the chief 
•drawback to the more extensive use 
of it being the amount of labor re- 
quired to secure the gtrai. The bureau 
of forestry at ilanila is iatrodycins: 
the ordinary camphor tree of China 
and Japan into the mountain districts 
of Luzon in large numbers for the pur- 
pose of building- up future camphor1 
production ia the islatids. 


When the blacksmith, desires the in- 


tensest heat his forge is capable of he 
invariably throws a little water upon 
the coal. 
The same course is pur- 


sued by the stoker v,ho woula get the 
utmost from his boilers. 


And the poorer the quality of tha 


coal the more imperative the neces- 
sity for wetting it. 


It seenas paradoxical, for from the 


beginning all people everywhere have 
regarded water as the one reliable 
agency for exr'nguishing fire. Such; 
indeed, it really is, if used in proper 
quantity, as experience has amply 
demonstrated- 


Chemistry explains the paradox very 


simply, however, when it informs us 
that water is composed of oxygen and 
hydrogen in the proportion of two to 
one. 
That is to say, in every molecule 


of the fluid there are two atoms of the 
former and one of the latter. 


Xow oxygen is the chief agent in 


combustion. 
Osyciization is a syno- 


nym for burning. The rasting of iron, 
the corrosion of silver and the burn 
ing of wood are identical processes, 
all due to the agency of this powerril 
element which is so widely distributed 
through all nature. To feed osygea 
to names is greatly to Intensify them, 
therefore. 
This is exactly what is 


done, in fact, when they are fanned. 


Hydrogen, on the other hand, is a 


gas which burns readily and with the 
most intense heat. 


Very evidently, If water is separat- 


ed into its constituent elements, the 
oxygen and the hydrogen, no longei 
bound together, are able each to per- 
form its natural functions. 
The for- 


mer adds greatly to combustion, and 
tae latter not only burns readily, but 
materially intensifies the heat. 


This is precisely what occurs when 


a small Quantity of water is added to 


-the 
coal fed to the fiames. There is 


not enough, of the fluid to extinguish 
the fire. Instead the fire acts upon the 
water, dissolving the bonds which 
-unite its component gases, thus set- 
ting the oxygen free to accelerate 
combustion and converting the hydro- 
gen into fuel of tremendous heating 
power. 


In throwing a little water upon the 


coal therefore, the blacksmith attains 
the same results as if he added mate- 
rially to the draft produced by the 
bellows, and at the same time poured 
a little hydrogen upon the flames 
The resultant heat is not to be pro- 
duced from coal alone under ordinary 
conditions. 


Rome's Colossal Fish Pond. 


The duke of Sermoneta who is acting 


as president of the committee formed 
in Rome to promote the independence 
of Poland, ranks among the greatest 
landowners in Italy, Fogliano, his es- 
tate near the Pontine marshes, extend- 
ing to 80.000 acres, mainly under 
grass, for the duke owns vast herds of 
cattle. The most productive portion 
of the estate, however, is a lake sev- 
eral miles long and about a mile in 
breadth, which, from the time of the 
Roman empire downward, has sup- 
plied fish for the market In Rome. 
"Whenever there Is a fiood by rain on 
the hills the lake overflows through 
a narrow channel into the sea. The 
sea fish find their way through into 
the lake, and remain to fatten la the 
fresh water, and then are captured on 
their return by an Ingenious labyrinth 
constructed of reeds into which they 
swira. They are of the best kind— 
chie3;.- gray mullet.

Icebergs and Sea Water. 


That the temperature of sea watot 


rises slightly near an iceberg, na one 
man of science has assorted, is a con* 
elusion not borne out by the investlga* 
tioos of the bureau of standards. Dun 
ing the summer patrol of the United 
States steamships Chester and Bin 
mingham in the North Atlantic, mem- 
bers of the staff of the bureau took au< 
tomatic records of the temperature ol 
the water. 
The records show thai 


changes of temperature in the sea fai 
from icebergs are at least as greal 
and sudden as the changes near them, 
and that they do not point to tha 
presence of icebergs. They find also 
that an iceberg more often lowers than 
raises the temperature of the watei 
near it. These conclusions are idea 
tical with these arrived at by the ob- 
servers on the Scotia, which was senl 
out to the Newfoundland banks by tho 
British Board of Trade in the suuimei 
of 1913, except that they more often 
observed small rises of temperature in 
the neighborhood of icebergs.—Youth's' 
Companion.

The law says that protected birds 
"shall not be taken or possessed at 
any time, dead or alive, except under 
the authority of a certificate." 
The 


pealties are severe. Any person vio- 
lating the law is guilty of a misde- 
meanor and is further liable "to a pen- 
alty of ?60 and an additional penalty 
of $25 for each bird or part of bird 
taken or possessed or had in posses- 
sion." These provisions do not apply 
to the game birds for which an opea 
season is 5xed.

EARWIG NEED NOT BE FEARED 


People Generally ,Have Mistaken Idea 


About Insect, Says Scientist Who 


Ought to Know. 


The earwig, one of the most familiar 


types of insect life found in garden 
and field, has been much maligned. 
So says W. Harold S. Cheavin, F. R. M. 
S., a well-known British scientist. 


A great dislike for the earwig has 


existed for centuries because of belief 
that it delights to creep into the human 
ear and cause death. The name, says 
Professor Cheavin, probably helps to 
keep alive this idea, which is absurd 
to entomologists. He contends that in- 
sects considerably smaller than the 
earwig would have trouble in entering 
the human ear, and in nearly every at- 
tempt would fail.

The last battle fought on the soil 


of Great Britain took place In the mid- 
dle of the eighteenth century. TVhile 
George II was engaged in the war of 
the Austrian succession Charles Ed- 
ward, who was called the young pre- 
tender, a grandson of King James II 
of England, landed in Scotland and 
made two attempts to obtain the 
throne of his ancestors. 
He was vic- 


torious in the battle of Prestonpans. 
but the duke of Cumberland, son of 
George II. having been recalled from 
tne continent to take command of the 
king's forces, the pretender was en- 
tirely defeated at Culloden Moor, s. 
plain ra Scotland, four miles from In- 
verness. 
This was the last battle 


fought on the Island of Great Britain, 
and took place April 16, 1746, and it 
was also the last attempt on the part 
of the Stuart family to recover the 
throne of Great Britain. Charles Ed- 
ward Stuart escaped to France after 
he had wandered Sve months In the 
Eighlands.

Given to It. 


What women throughout the country 


still need is a freer association with 
other women whose standards, social, 
intellectual and moral, are higher than 
their own, writes Anne Morgan in the 
Woman's Home Companion. As a peo- 
ple we are too inclined to seek a lower 
standard for our recreation, to level 
down. 
We seek a companionship 


where no intellectual effort is ^neces- 
sary; we choose a theater where the 
entertainment furnished is a popular 
musical comedy, rather than a play 
with literary merit, interpreted by tal- 
ented actors. Certain popular maga- 
zines with large circulation contain 
stories and articles utterly valueless 
in quality; other publications contain- 
ing literary and historical contribu- 
tions by serious authors reach but few 
homes.

Sinking of Wrecks. 


Very little is known as to the depth 


to which a ship will sink, as the 
depth at which observations can be 
made is limited. 
Any statement on 


the matter must be in the nature of 
conjecture. 
In the case - of wooden 


ships, many did not sink, but became 
waterlogged and floated for years a 
short distance below the surface, con- 
stituting a serious danger to navi- 
gation. 
The more modern types of 


vessels have occasionally floated for 
some time in this way, being aban- 
doned perhaps because of a leak, but 
sinking eventually. 
A modern liner 


which sinks certainly goes to the bot- 
tom in any instance where the nec- 
essary observation, is possible. The 
greatest known depth of the ocean Is 
about five and one-half miles, and the 
average, save in the Arctic and 
Antarctic oceans where the water is 
shallower, would be from two to three 
miles. It is a debatable point wheth- 
er a liner sinks to the ocean bed in 
that depth, but when badly damaged, 
as in the case of the Titanic, it is prob- 
cble that she goes a great distance 
below the surface and may even reach 
the bottom.
